CHANGE COMES TO GRIEF, 


A London Institation Started a Short 
Time Ago, with a Great Flourish of 
Trampets, to Take the Place of Mr. 
Gillig’s Exchange Comes to an Igno- 
minious End, and the Officers Are in 
Charge for the Creditors—A Newspaper

There appeared to be from the first 
some hitch in the American and Colonial Ex- 
change. Not that there was anything lack- 
ing in the matter of appointments. Every- 
thing was organized with the greatest lux- 
ury. The position was magnificent in the 
head centre quarters of the American colony.

Col. Cox made vonstant use of tite names 
of Messrs. Cook & Son, who, he said, were 
largely interested in this undertaking. 
They had taken over the banking and ticket 
department, and he gave a nod which 
seemed to suggest millions generally. Col. 
Cox’s talk allowed one to infer that the great 
firm of Cook & Son were at the back of the 
business. 3 

MR. COX'S ELABORATE PLANS. 

„Here,“ said Col. Cox, mounting to the 
first floor, “will be the dining-rooms. This 
small room will be reserved specially for 
ladies and the barroom will be used asa read- 
ng and smoking room after dinner. We 
are going to have an American cook, be- 
cause, of course, our members, although 
they are all immensely rich, will want little 
delicacies like buckwheat cakes and such 
things. Ofcourse Americans drink lots of 
champagne and that pays well.“ 

Col. Cox was full of enthusiasm. He ex- 
plained with bated breath how, without 
ever. taking a single subscription, he had 
provided an income for the establishment 
which alone would yield enormous profits. The 
Ist of May came, but somehow the American 
and Colonial Exchange and Club opened not, 
and for nearly six weeks there were no signs 
of animation. The members of the staff vir- 
tually wasted the giories of their gold-braid- 
ed uniforms upon the desert air; big gold 
letters extending over the front of the build- 
ing proclaimed the American and Colonial 
Exchange, but something was lacking. Up 
to a certain point the expenditure had been 


‘lavish, perhaps almost prodigal, but the pub- 


lic were a bit suspicious. They read pamph- 
lets issued by the exchange telling of the 
enormous benefits accruing to those who 
were willing to pay the members’ fee of three 
guineas. 

Americans love to register. Accordingly, 
two large books were provided wherein visit- 
ors could inscribe their names and addresses.

OLD. LIBBY TO COME TO CHICAGO, 


After Many Hitches in the Program the 
Famous Prison Is Secured. 

Old Libby Prison will surely be here in 
Chicago early next spring. The warranty 
deeds transferring that interesting structure. 
to the Libby Prison War Museum Associa- 
tion of this city were received yesterday by 
W. H. Gray. This result was not brought 
about without numerous delays. Last Janu- 
ary, it will be remembered, W. H. Gray of 
this city bought an option on the property for 
$23,300. The sale was perfected Feb. 25, Mr. 
Gray giving his notes for six, nine, and 
twelve months. He sold the prison toa syn- 
dicate composed of Roland C. Nickerson, 
Charles J. Haines, George Wright, and Mal- 
coim M. Jameson, who issued stock for 
$250,000. They were unable to place the 
stock,.and allowed the prison to be sold at 
auction Sept. 18. It was bought by Dr. D. D. 
Bramble of Cincinnati for $11,000. Yes 
terday Dr. Bramble transferred his 
deed to the property to the Libby 
Prison War Museum Association, 
a corporation composed exclusively of Chi- 
cago men. 

Officers of this new association were elected 
President, 
Charles F. Gunther; First Vice-President, A. 
G. Spalding; Second Vice-President, Albert 
W. Hayden; Treasurer, W. H. Gray; Secre- 
tary, C. E. Kremer. The Board of Directors 
is composed of these gentlemen and J. C. 
Cantner, Louis Manasse, Charles J. Haines, 
and E. C. Wentworth There are thirty 
stockholders. The capital stock of the asso- 
ciation is fixed at $75,000, 40 per cent of which 
is already paid in. All the stock has been 
taken and will be paid at par. 

At 8:30 o’clock this evening the directors 
will start for Richmond, Va., by the Monon 
route. At Richmond they will meet Architect 
Hallowell of Washington, who superintended 
the removal of Faneuil Hail, and with him 
will complete all necessary arrangements for 
the removal of the old building to this city. 
They will travel in “ The Mascot,” a Pullman 
sleeper and parlor car, in which they will 
live both while en route and at the Virginia 
Capital.

A Story Which Brings the Matter Home 
to American Laborers. 

The Democratic free trade orators who are 
supporting Grover Cleveland for reéiection 
and who are going up and down the land 
urging the reélection of the Congressmen 
who voted for the Mills sectional pro-free 
trade bill are never tired of telling American 
workingmen that there is no necessity for a 
tariff for the protection of American 
industries against the competition of the 
cheap labor factories of Great Britain. 
A contract recently let to a Bradford, Eng., 
manufacturing firm in competition with 
three leaamg Chicago firms and several 
other firms in other American cities will 
serve to show the sophistry of the Demo- 
cratic free trade arguments. 

Some time ago the Denver Cable Company 
of Denver, Colo., wanted to place a large or- 
der for iron castings, yokes, man-holes, etc., 
for a new cable road in that city. It askea 
for bids from firms in Chicago, St. Louis, 
Kansas City, Birmingham, Alia, Belle- 
ville, III., Pittsburg, also from some 
English firms. Among the  Ameri- 
can competitors were three 
These are Vanderclute & Son, the Bouton 
Foundry Company, and Vierling, McDowell 
& Co. Those firms figured low, as it was in- 
tended to do the work during the winter 
months, when orders are not numerous. The 
prices agreed on here were not intended for 

rofit, but to enable the tirms in question to 
— their men at work during the dull sea- 
son. The matter hung fire for a couple 
of months, and a few days ago the Chicago 
firms were inf that the contract had 
been let to the Britisb firm at a price $5,000 
lower than the lowest American bidder pro- 
posed todo the work for. The contract, it 
was also announced, was let through a Kan 
sas City broker, who char the British firm 
a commnission of $20,000. British cheap labor 
thus enables the Yorkshire firm to underbid 
American firms with all their facilities $25,- 
000, to pay $40,000 or $50,000 freight, and the tar- 
iff duty into the bargain. And the Democratic 
free-traders shout for greater freedom of 


| competition for the Bradford and other 


British firms as against American manu- 
facturers and American workingmen. The 
manufacture of the castings here would give 
100 Chicago foundrymen emvioyment for six 
months. As many more men would find em- 

loyment in handling the ore and the manu- 
actured product for the same length of 
time. Over $100,000 would have been 
paid out in wages in connection with the 
work if it were done in this country. 
This transaction, which is vouched for by the

The Will Admitted to Probate—The Late 
Pioneer’s Daughter and His Nephew, 
Moses, the Principal Heirs—Minor Be- 
quests Made to Other Relatives—Cer- 
tain Conditions to Be Observed in Hand- 
ling the Property—Copy of the Instru- 
ment. 

The late John Wentworth’s will was ad- 
mitted to probate yesterday. Instead of 
$3,000,000 to $4,000,000, Mr. Wentworth left a 
fortune not exceeding $1,500,000. Of this sum 
$1,125,000 is in real estate and $375,000 is per- 
sonalty, consisting of cash, bonds, stocks, 
and cattle. The will leaves allof the estate 
to Moses J. Wentworth, to be held in trust 
for five years and then to be divided between 
himself and Miss Roxanna Atwater Went- 
worth, ex-Mayor Wentworth’s daughter and 
his only next of kin. Bequests of $500 per 
annum are made to the deceased’s brother 


and sister and $1,000is left to each of his 


nephews and nieces. 

The will was presented for probate by 
Moses J. Wentworth, who gave his individ- 
ual bond of $3,000,000 as executor and trus- 
tee. The will was executed Nov. 9, 1887, and 
was witnessed by Orson Smith, Frank C. 
Osborn, and William G. Beale. It covers six- 
teen pages closely written in ink, and is as 
foliows: 


I, John Wentworth, of the City of Chicago, in 
the County of. Cook 
hereby make and publish this my last will and 
testament, intend thereby to dispose of all 
my estate of every sort of which I shall be pos- 
sessed or which I may own at the time of my 
death; and for the purpose of * the same 
into effect I hereby nominate and appoint my 
nephew, Moses Jones Wentworth, executor of 
this my last will and testament; and I hereby 
devise and bequeath unte him, said Moses Jones 
Wentworth, e whole of my estate, real and

It is my will and I @ereby direct that my said 
executor above mentioned be not required to 
give or furnish any bonds with securities or any 
other than his reonal obligation for the per- 
formance of his duties as executor or as trustee 
or otherwise. 

It is my will and I hereby direct that in case 
of the death of my ssid trustee, Moses Jones 
Wentworth, his successor shall be appointed by 
acourtof ehancery; but itis my will and I de- 
sire that my daughter, Roxanna Atwater Went- 
worth, shall be cousulted in the appointment of 
such trustee. I do not seek to give her the abso-

All that was necessary to have 
an article stricken from the free list and the 
old duty restored was to show. that the 
profits of leading Democrats wouid thereby 
be secured or that an interest of the Solid 
South or of some Democratic or doubtful State 
or district demanded continued tariff pro- 
tection.

MR. WENTWORTH’S WILL 

The will of Mr. John Wentworth, which 
was probated yesterday, is unquestionably 
his. It bears his stamp and mark in every 
line. All that the Judge had to do to satisfy 
himself of its genuineness was to read it. It 
needed no signature nor testimony of wit 
nesses to prove that it was his. It is full of 
the peculiarities which its author displayed 
all througn his long life. Itshows that he 
loved his property. He sought to hedgs it 
around and protect it with loving care. He 
provides over and over again that all taxes 
and assessments shall be paid. He wants no 
tax-sale sharks to get their finger in the pie. 
He always paid all his taxes promptly while 
he lived and he wants that safe custom kept 
up after he has passed from earth. The 
value of the estate about which he is 
thus solicitous is put down at a mill 
ion and a half, of which only $375,000 is per- 
sohalty. This falls short of what has ordi 
narily been believed to be the extent of Mr. 
Wentworth’s holdings, and is believed to be 
much too conservative a statement. In ali 
probability the lots, lands, and bonds and 
other securities are worth considerably over 
two millions. Two and a half millions is about 
the actual value of the estate. 

The disposiuon he makes of his money is 
what might have been expected. He gives 
nothing for charity; he gives nothing of 
value even to the Historical Society, though 
it was in need and he had always shown an 
interestin it. He leaves nothing to Chicago, 
where he had lived all his life, and where he 
made all his money. Perhaps he thought he 
did his full duty by his counsel ana example 
in behalf of “liberty and economy.” It 
was suggested to him at one time that he 
ought to give the city his Michigan avenue 
property as a park, but he did not take kindly 
to the proposition, and sold it off in lots at 
high prices. 

Mr. Wentworth’s nephew, Moses, is made 
trustee and has charge of the entire estate 
for five years, during which time no lands or 
stocks are to be sold. At the expirauon of 
that period Moses, if alive and living in Chi- 
cago, comes into his inheritance. He gots 
something like halt of the estate. That is 
all right. He had been as a son to Long 
John for years. When his father gave him 
to his uncle the latter promised he would pro- 
vide for the boy, and he has done so liberal- 
ly. Moses gets the Jackson Hall property 
and also the Summit farm of 2,240 acres, 
worth $550,000, with allits buildings and big 
barns. Moses is also given his uncile’s li- 
brary and papers and is requested in his 
discretion to present such of them as may 
not be of direct utility to himself to the His- 
torical Society or some similar institution 
which has a fire-proof building. ; 

All the income of the remainder of the 
estate, worth perhaps a million and a half, 
after other bequests are paid, is to go to Mr. 
Wentworth’s daughter. If she marries and 
has children, then it will in due time be di- 
vided among them. If she has none, then 
Moses (or his heirs) gets ail. Mr. Went- 
worth was not without solicitude as to his 
daughter. He provides that if she marries 
her husband shall not interfere with what 
she gets from his estate, and that the hus- 
band shall not have power to make any debts 
that may incumber it. No two payments of 
income shall be made within the same yearn 

There are some small annuities to the 
brother, sister, nephews, and nieces in Ne w 
England. It is provided by the testator 
just what day of the year each shail get his 
money, and it is further provided that the 
husbands of nieces shall not interfere with 
what may be given the latter. Eight chairs 
which belonged to his grandfather, who was, 
as he states, a member of the Con- 
tinental Congress from New Hampshire, 
are an object of special concern, and there 
are elaborate provisions as to how these heir- 
looms shall pass down from generation to 
generation. His nephew, Paul Went worth, 
is the only one who may by possibility get a 
speciaily large bequest. In the case of the 
death of Moses without children during the 
life of the daughter, and of the death of the 
latter without issue, then he gets her part of 
the estate. 

Mr. Wentworth was no less precise in his 
directions about his monument. It is, like 
himself, to be built with sole reference to 
“strength and durability.” The letters are 
all to be indented, so that they will wear bet- 
ter, and there isto be no other carved or fig- 
ured work, no mourning urns and weeping 
willows or other fancy work on it. 

It is probable that the will will fare better 
than that of most rich men and that odd as 
its provisions may be they will be observed 
faithfully. There will be no fighting over it 
no attempts to set it aside. The character- 
istic work of a most peculiar man will be un- 
altered, and he will sleep all the more peace- 
fully under his monument because he will 
know that nephew and daughter will carry 
out all his wishes, even to the indented let- 
ters on the granite shaft, and mourn and re- 
vere his memory, 

This will makes Moses Wentworth one of 
the solid men of Chicago. it is none too high 
pay for the hard work he has done. For 
twenty odd years he has been to Long John 
all that a son could have been—perhaps more, 
for if a son haa had any of the marked traits 
of the father the two might not have got along 
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NO BURCHARDISM IN THE WEST LETTER. 

The letter from tne British Minister at 
Washington, Lora Sackville West, to an 
American citizen of Bogiish birtn at Los 
Angeles, Cal, urgna@ him to vote for Mr. 
Cleveland and agamst Harrison upon the 
grounds that the Democratic party favors 
the commercial policy of Englend and that 
there is no danger to be apprehended from 
Cleveland’s retaliation message, may have 
been injudicious and foolish as a matter of 
diplomatic etiquette, but there is no 
Burchardism in it. The statement which 
Minister West makes is true. It does 
not misrepresent the situation either on 
the Democratic or English side. It does 
not state anything which was not already 
known. There is no Burchard trick about 
it. Itis simply a plain, matter-of-fact state- 
ment of what every one knew and has known 
for a long time, and represents exactly the 
cordial harmony and mutual agreement 
which exist between the Administration 
andthe Tory party and ruling classes of 
England. 

The Solid South at the time of its rebell- 
ious war, as now, was a free trade section. 
It incorporated in its Confederate Constitu- 
tion a provision declaring against any tariff 
of tax for protection ana for revenue only, 
and that was the motive which influenced 
the English ruling and manufacturing 
classes to sympataize 80 actively with the 
slaveholding Rebel South, It offered free 
trade tu English interests, and it was the 
prospect of its open markets that led to the 
English negotiations with Rebel agents, to 
their investments in Conf$derate bonds, to 
their dispatch of cruisers to prey upon 
our commerce, and to their warm, open sym- 
pathy with the slavehoiding oligarchy. They 
knew that the people of the North were 
their manufacturing and commercial rivals 
and competitors, and that the dismember- 
ment of the Union would redound to their 
commercial profit. They knew that the 
ruling classes of the South had all the raw 
cotton England wanted, and that they would 
buy the goods England had to sell to the ex- 
tent of their means, and that free trade be- 
tween them would benefit England’s inter- 
ests immensely. For tnese reasons they took 
the side of the pro-slavery South. Minister 
West’s sympathies were actively on that 
side; so were President Cleveland’s at that 
time. They had a fellow-feeling then as they 
have now, and the same influences are still 
at work. 

The solid free trade South dominates the 
Administration party. The Milis free trade 
bill is entirely its work, with other Mills 
bills to follow. The entire English press fa- 
vors that bill just as heartily as the Presi- 
dent and Mills, Watterson, Carlisle, and hig 
other Southern free trade associates, and 
they are just as eager for the reflection of 
President Cleve land. 

The mugwumps support Cleveland for the 
same reason. They admit that the reform 
of thé civil service was only a pretext and a 
sham, but they cling to this tree trade pol- 
icy now that he has abandoned civil service 
reform and trodden it under his feet. 

The English manufacturers, therefore, are 
not to be blama for their ardent desire to 
have Cleveland reélected. It is only human 
nature. Every country should sustain the 
policy which is most likely to advance its 
own interests. Minister West, as we have 
said, may have deen incautious in giving ex- 
pression to the wish that naturally lies near 
every English heart, but there is no Bur- 
chardism about his letter, since it states a 
fact which évery one knows. It is the wish,

THE ANTI-BOYCOTT AND MERRITT CON- 
SPIRACY LAWS. 

The Chicago Typographical Union has is- 
sued a circular to candidates for the Legisla- 
ture from this county to find out their views 
in reference to the modification of the Anti- 
Boycott law, as it is commonly called, which 
was passed at the last session of the Legisia- 
ture. This provision the printers appear to 
have confused with the Merritt Conspiracy 
law, passed at the same session, and on this 
point F. A. Brokoski, one of the Republican 
candidates from the Third District, thas sets 
the m right in his reply to their circular: 

The bill rtinent to ur inquiry was intro- 
duced by Charles E. Cole. Democratic member 
from Randolph County (Forty-cighth Senatorial 
District), and was known as Cole's Anti-Boy- 
cott bill.“ The so-called Merritt Conspiracy bill 
was introduced by Thomas E. Merritt, a Demo- 
cratic member from Marion County (Forty-third 
Senatorial District), and does not contain the 
A matter of which you complain. I desire 
in the interests of justice and equity respectfully 
to correct the mistaken impression that seems to 
prevail among you, and that whatever political 
responsibility may be attached to the introducer 
of the Anti-Bovostt bill may be placed where it 
properly belongs. 

The old statute provided that if two or 
more persons conspired to injure the per- 
son, Character, business, or property of an- 
other” they shouid be liable to three years’ 
imprisonment or a fine of $1,000. The new 
one provides that if two or more persons 
conspire, or if the officers or executive com- 
mittee of any society issue any circular to 
establish a boycott or black-list, or distribute 
any written or printed notice with the fraud- 
ulent or malicious intent to injure the person, 
character, business, or employment or prop- 
erty of another” they may on conviction be 
imprisoned not exceeding five years or fined 
not exceeding $2,000. The only difference be- 
tween the old and the new law lies in the 
heavier penalties. The issuance of a boy- 
cotting circular was as much of a crime four 
years ago as it is now. Then, as now, the 
boycotters were conspirators in the eye of 
the law, if the wrongful intent to maliciously 
harm was proved, The only reason for put- 
ting the word “boycott” into the law was 
that’ simple-minded persons who were rea- 
soning that because the statute seemed to 
take no cognizance of that way of hurting or 
destroying a man’s business therefore it could 
be used with safety might know better, and 
might not be led through their ignorance 
into the commission of crime. 

The Merritt law contains no new princi- 
ples. Itsimply makes plainer the old Jaw, 
the vagueness of the phraseology of which 
had led professional agitators, ignorant of 
the decisions of courts and the principles of 
the common law, to believe that so long as 
they refrained from committing overt acts 
themselves they could with safety make in- 
cendiary specches which spurred others on 
to the commission of crime. How faulty 
this reasoning was tne decision of the 
Supreme Court in the case of the 
Auarchists showed. There it was held 
the law was that the man who ad- 
vised the application of the torch was as 
guilty as the one who fired the building. All 
that the Merritt bill did was to write that 
out plainly and fully, making the old law so 
clear that he whd ran might read, and that 
even the most ignorant of agitators might 
understand that he had to bear his share of 
responsibility for ali lawless deeds that were

Notable Celebration in Heuer of M. de 
Giers. 

Sr. Petersstre, Oct. . — Today was the 
fiftieth annive y of the entrance of M. de 
Giers, Foreign: Minister, into the public serv- 
ice. A reception was held at the Foreign 
Office in honor of the event, and the heads 
of the foreign embassies presented M. de 
Giers with a gold inkstand. Tomorrow Gen. 
von Schweinitz, the German Ambassador, 
will give a banquet to M. de Giers, at which 
all the fore diplomats will be present.

Russia.

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THE STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Yellow-Fever and Small-Pox Discussed— 
The Public Health satisfactory. 

The quarterly meeting of the State Board 
of Health began at the Grand Pacific Hotel 
yesterday. There were present Urs. W. A. 
Haskell, Albion; R. Ludiam, Chicago; A. L. 
Clark, Eigin; John H. Rauch, Spring flelu; 
and H. V. Farrell, Centreville. 

The Secretary, Dr. John H. Rauch, pre- 
sented his quartarly report, which began 
with a comparative statement of the ex- 
penditures of board for the fiscal 
years of 1886, 1887, and as follows: The 
total expenditures for the year 1888 are 
$136.91 than the fiscal year 1887, and 
$1,887.51 less than for the fiscal year 1556. 
The total cost to the State was $2,647.79 less 
for 1888 than for 1887, and $4,074.49 less than 


1886. 

The report was aevoted to the 
yellow-tever epidemic as affecting Illinois. 
Observations begun early in the season, be 
said, showed an unusually low temperature, 
which became more marked as the season 
advanced, and before the close of August he 
dismissed ali appreuensions of danger from 
the introduction of yellow-fever into the 
State. 

„Among the few things which we know pos. 
tively and definitely concerning yellow-fever, 
he said. “are its relations to heat and cold? 
Without knowing with certainty what its cause 
may be we do know thata temperature below 
30° Fahrenheit destroys the vitality of the cause, 
and that a temperature of not less than 70° is 
necessary for its i and spread. The average 

or the last ten days of Au- 

gust was 71.4°,.and for the month was 745°. The 
mean average temperature for September was 
ed for that 


only 64.8°, and the lowest ever reco 
month at Cairo.” 

These and kindred causes led the Secre- 
tary to regard the yellow-fever epidemic 
soleiy from a business standpoint so far as 
lilingis was concerned, and ata conference 
of health officiais from Alabama, South Caro- 
lina, Louisiana, Kentucky, Lilinois, and Ten- 
nessee held in Nashvilie Sept. 18 he urged 
that yellow-fever refugees be wed tocome 
north of latitude 35 without restriction. 
Holding these views, he positively declined 
to sanction the enforcement of quarantine at 
Cairo and other points in Illinois and refused 
applications for financial support of such quar- 
antines from the State Treasury. 

The Secretary noted the indications of 
another smalbpox epidemic approachins, the 
disease having made ita a ce during 
the quarter in Toronto, Buffalo, Philadelphia, 
and at points in Connecticut, Massachusetts, 
Ohio, Tennessee, Minnesota, Iowa, and Cali- 
fornia. The origin of many outbreaks was 
as yet unknown, but immigrants from China 
and Europe had introduced the disease in 
many localities. Outside of St. Clair County 
there had been no cases in Illinois during the 
quarter. Vaccination and revaccination 
were urged upon the community as the only 

At the close of the quarter the public health is 
satisfactory. Localized outbreaks of diphtheria, 
scariet-fever, and typhoid-fever have occurred 
without sp us epidemics, and in all cases 
are now under control. Continued progress is 
reported in the investigation of the water sup- 

lies in the State and gratifying improvements 
n the educational standards in many medical 
colleges. : 

At the conclusion of the reading the report 
was accepted. The remainder of the session 
was spent in hearing cases under the Med- 
ical Practice act. Another session will be 
held today. 


A RIVER FOREST SUICIDE. 


Frank A. Piatt Kills Himself While In- 
sane—Other Suburban News. 


Frank A. Platt of River Forest committed 


suicide at his home yesterday morning by shoot- 
ing himself through the head. Mr. Piatt had 
been in ill-health for over a year, suffering from 
— troubles. Several times he had expressed 
himself to the effect that it would be a blessing 
U de were dead. and that he would probably be 
found dead some morning, but his family had no 
idea he contemplated suicide. Dr. Hoover was 
called at 8: o’clovk yesterday morning 
and found Mr. Platt lying dead in his bedroom 
with a bullet-hole through his head and a re- 
volver lying near bim. r.

Illinois, and stipulation was made for their pay- 
ment by the consolidated corporation as a condi- 
tion precedent to consolidation, but. the bonds 
were not secured by any mortgage or lien.

A case brought before Judge Gresham 
soon after asked that the receiver enforce pay- 
ment of equipment bonds and declare them as a 
lien on the road, taking date from time of con- 
solidation. Judge Gresham at that time decided 
that these bonds were an equitable lien and took 
precedence as such from date of consolidation as 
part of purchase money for that division consol- 
idated company. The case was appealed to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, which re- 
versed Judge Gresham's decision, holding that

1 
doubt if many intelligent persons, Democrats 
or Republicans, share your distrust of Har- 
rison’s self-reliance or his purpose and abil- 
ity to discharge the duties of Chief Magis- 
trate of this great Nation honestly and un- 
swervingly, accept wise counsel, but be- 
ing subject to no man’s dictation or control. 
If he is not worthy of trust no manis. If 
any questioned his fitness when nominated 
the world is now convinced of his selfhood 
and peership with the ablest men of this or 
any otber land or time. 

But passing these trifling and captious 
criticisms of party platforms and party pur- 
poses, I follow you to your refuge under the 
blanket of revenue reiorm. The term free 
trade has come to be rog ed as oppro- 
brious and I will try to avoid ita use, although 
I doubt if to you it dan seem odious. Let us 
be candid and try to state the pending ques- 
uon fairly. Occasional revision of our rev- 
enue laws are conceded by all to be neeaful. 
This nobody disputes.” Call it revenue re- 
form, if you please. Since the close of the 
late war our revenues have been reduced by 
the Republican party from time to time, 
aggregating in all fully one-half. All 
war taxes have been abolished, except on 
whisky and tobacco, and, for one, 1 trust 
they will be retained as perpetual war taxes 
on folly and vice. While deploring any dis- 
position to tariff tinkering for partisan pur- 

„ the Republican party is always ready 
make wise and needful revenue revisions. 
The business disturbances always incident 8 
proposed changes in our revenue system are o 
such serious moment that radical alterations 
should be undertaken with as little frequency 
as possible, and, in the meantime, it is incum- 
bent upon the Administration to prevent and 
not encourage a surplus. Nor is it wise polit- 
ical economy to precipitate a minimum of 
revenue so long as a Nation is heavily in 
debt. 

Being as to the necessity for a re- 
vision of our revenue laws at this time, the 
simple question presented 1s, What principle 
or policy shall guide us in making such re- 
vision? Shall we be ided by the public 
welfare clause of the nstitution or shall 
we receive our inspiration from the anti- 
industrial inhibition clause of the Constitu- 
tion of the Southern Confederacy, which in 
terms prohibived tariff duties to be laid for 
the encouragement of any industry? Shall 
we take counsel from Schurz or Bismarck?! 
In short, shali the spirit of protection or the 
coment for cheap labor control? — Oe. 
publicau party as one man answers without 
any disguise of phrase, The policy of 
protection must control’’; while the Demo- 
cratic party, true to the old inspirations of 
a slave oligarchy; true to the spirit which 
dictated the anti-industrial clause in the 
Confederate Constituuon, but fearful of the 
free labor spirit of the North, places its 
revenue reform eggs under a free trade hen, 
and labels the brood pretection turkey. Away 
with disguises! Wecan only afford to be 
honest. The Republican party would con- 
serve American interests, American manu- 
factures, American labor, and American 
growth aud greatness by shaping our tariff 
laws to suit such a purpose, while the Demo- 
cratic party seems determined to wreck our 
great ship of state on the rock of theory. 

In the discussion of this question it is folly 
to claim that protection on one hand or free 
trade on the other is a panacea for all ills. 
We cannot judge of the gorse of any 
community or government wholly by its rev- 
enue policy. ence it is unsafe to rest con- 
clusions on such data as is frequently used 
by campaign orators, or such ingenious writ- 
ers as yourself. Bring the question home to 
the fireside of any man of any party as to 
matters affecting his interests, and there 
Will come but one response. He will answer: 
“ Protect me and my fireside from that for- 
eign innoyauon and competition -which 
promise a reward of poverty instead of 
competence.” He sees all too clearly the 
folly of l on distant and foreign 
markets. He will tell you that commissiona, 
transportation, insurance, delays, and inter- 
vening profits are burdens, if not abomina- 
tions, far outweighing the entire dost of pro- 
duction. He will tell you that it is not the 
area but the character, convenience, and 
stability of the market which he seeks; and 
he sees such a market wherever home indus- 
tries are diversified best encouraged. 
No man understands this proposition more 
clearly than the intelligent farmer. He 
knows too well that the markets of the world 
are a delusion and a snare. Democratic 
orators and writers already see the hand- 
writing gn the wall, and, while still sing-

SMITH’S SMOKE ABATER, 


Successful Device in Operation in the Big 
Masury Building. 


William D. Smith, an engineer and iavent- 
or, has perfected a smoke abater, which is 
in practical operation at the John W. Masury 
& Sons establishment at No. 190 Michigan 
avenue. The device is a simple attachment 
to the boiler. It consists of a small steam 
pipe, a hood to receive the smoke before it 
escapes up the chimney, and a pipe that re- 
turns the smoke back to the furnace for con- 
—— after it has passed through the 

ues. 

When a charge of coal is throw into the 
furnace the smoke first spreads beneath the 
boiler and goes to the chimney openi 
through the flues. At this point it is arrested, 
gathered into the hood. A small jet of steam 
is turned on from the steam pipe. The smoke 
is forced into the return where asmail 
damper is opened, and is driven back to the 
turn where it escapes beneath the grate 
bars. ere it mixes with the fire and is 
consumed before reaching the chimney. Mr. 
Smita, the inventor of device, does not 
claim that this smoke abater will produce a 
total consumption of the smoke, but he does 
claim for ita diminution of the nuisance of 
at least 60 per cent.
